The Susquehanna Flood. 


Wrightsville, March 8.—The flood in 
the river to-day is reported the worst in 
the history of that stream, but the worst 
seemed to be over at the time this infor- 
mation was sent, 


The greater portion of the immense 
masses of ice iu the center of the river 
have passed away between York Haven 
and Long Level, and the water is rolling 
tcwaidthe Chesapeak iu a mad, swil't 
rnsh. 


Borne on the water arc seen buildings 
of every descripiiou—frame 
dwelling 
houses, barns» tobacco sheds, 
stables, 
timbers and huge masses drift%vood of 
all kinds 


York Haven and Goldsboro boroughs 
are iu very bad shape j the greater por- 
tions of both towns are under many feet 
of water and ¡n the sections closest to 
the water front, where the rush has the 
greatest force, many buildings have been 
swept away 


The Waaler was only about a foot below 
the roadbed of the big Pennsylvania 
bridge between Wriuhtsvilic and Coluii: 
bia at noon, but up to that hour trains 
had been run over the bridge 
it is cer 
tain that 12 or 15 spans of this bridge 
have been damaged but to what extent 
is not known. 


The ureat paper mill at York Haven 
has been damaged to a great entent, and 
it is believed that the massive plant of 
the York Haven Power and Water Co. 
has been entirely destroyed 


So far as known, no lives have been 
lost, nearly everybody in the zoue of de- 
struction having sought a place of safety 
before the sweep of the ice flood begau.

B0M3ARDED 
VLADIVOSTOK 


Seven Warships Fire on the Fortress 
For Nearly au Hour, 


VladivostoK.' Marbh 
A. fleet of 
flv® Japanese 
battleships 
and 
two 
crulsors appeared off this place at 1.25 
o'clock yeeterday afternoon and bom- 
barded the town and shore batteries 
for 55 minute». 


The fleet approached from the direc- 
tion of Askold Island, at the east en- 
trance to Ussurl Bay and about 22

mlle.s southeast of Vladivostok. Enter- 
ing Ussuri Bay the enemy formed in 
line of battle, but did not approach to 
a closer range than five and one-third 
miles. 
They directed their fire against 
the shore batteries and the town, but 
no damage resulted, as most of their 
200 Lyddite shells failed to burst. 


The Russian batteries, commanded 
by Generals Veronetz and Artamonelt, 
did not reply, awaiting a closer ap- 
proach of the enemy. 


The Japanese fire ceased at 2.20 p. 
m. and the enemy retired in the direc- 
tion of Askold Isbnil. 
Slmultaneous- 
, ly two torpedo bo.^. 
i.istroyers appear- 
ed near Askold Island and two more 
near Cape Maidel. The Japanese ships 
were coverc' with Ice. 


The attack resulted in no loss to 
the Russians, but cost the enemy 200,- 
000 roubles 
($100,000) 'in 
ammuni- 
tion. 
Most of the projectiles 
were 
Blx and 12-inch shells. 


The population of Vladivostok was 
warned in the morning of the presence 
on the horizon of a hostile fleet and 
of the prospect of an attack during the 
day, but it remained tranquil. 


ALEXIEFF'S 
REPORT. 


Informs the Czar of Naval Attack On 


Vladivostok. 


St. Petersburg, 
March 7.—A com- 
munication from Viceroy Alexietf 
to 
the czar from ?.iukden .says: 


"I most humbly Inlorm your majes- 
ty that the commandant of the fortre.sB 
at Vladivostok 
reports that 
at 
8.50 
yesterday raorning seven vessels were 
sighted south of Askold Island. 
At 
9.45 they were seen to be warships 
making for Askold Island. About noon 
the 
enemy's 
squadron 
was 
midway 
between the coast and Askold Island, 
making for Ussuri Bay. 
They were 
out of reach of the shore batteries. 
At 1.30 the enemy opened 
fire. 
Two 
vessels in the squadron were probably 
the first class cruisers Idzurn and Ya- 
kumo, but the names of the 
other 
vesfiels are unknown." 


While ofilcial despatches concerning 
the bombardment of VlaJIvostok by a 
Japanese fieet do not mention any Rus- 
sian losses, private advices say that 
five men were killed, four sailors and 
the wife of an engineer. 
It is appar- 
ent the Japanese were afraid to risk 
exposing their ships to the plunging 
fire of the land batteries and it Is 
considered probable here that the at- 
tack was really for the puriKJse of 
drawing the fire of the Russian forts, 
compelling the Russians to 
disclose 
the position and calibre of their guns 
and also for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing w^hether the Russian squadron Is 
In port. 
If this was the object of the 
Japanese it is belitrved to have failed 
signally, as the batteries did not fire 
a shot and If the squadron is in port 
It could not be seen from the Japanese

FIRED ON VLADIVOSTOK ALL DAY 


Rumortd Slight Damage Wat Done^ 
But Japs Lost Several Cruisers. 


London. March 8—In 
a 
dispatch 
from St, Petersburg a correspondent 
of the Standard gives a rumor that 
the cxar has received a telegram to 
the effect that the Japanese fleet bom- 
barded Vladivostok all day 
Monday 
According to this rumor, only trifling 
damage wag infllctcd to the RusPlans, 
but one or two Japanese cruisers were 
sunk. 


No word confirming this story has 
b«en received iu any other quarter, 
aTthough" there la nothing to show that 
there was not another bombardment ot 
Vladivostok on Monday. 
This report 
is most likely an exaggerated version 
of Sunday's bombardment 


There is considerable curiosity here 
concerning 
the 
resisting power of 
Vladivostok, which has long been re- 
garded as the Gibraltar of the Fai 
East. Vladivostok Is known to be bet- 
ter equipped as a naval base, and to 
have greater docking and 
repairing 
resources than Port Arthur, but doubts 
are expressed as to the character of 
its defenses. 
Russia has been mottled 
there for 40 years, and it is conse- 
quently considered likely that tho de- 
fenses and guns at this place are of » 
somewhat obsolete character. 


According to the Chefoo correspond- 
ent of the Morning Post it is expected 
that the Japanese will reach the left 
bank of the lower Yalu on March 
A large force of Russians Is stron^'ly 
entrenched on the hills in the Anlung 
district, adjacent and parallel to the 
river. Their position Is similar to thai 
which the Boers held on the Tugóla 
river.

The Susquehanna Flood. 
Wrightsville, March 8,—The flood in 
the river to-day is reported the worst in 
the history of that stream, but the worst 
seemed to be over at the time this infor­ 
mation was sent, 
The greater portion of the immense 
masses of Ice in the center of the river 
have passed away between York Haven 
and Long Level, and the water is rolling 
towaidthe Chesapeak in a mad, swift 
rush. 
Borne on the water arc seen buildings 
of every descripiiou—frame dwelling 
houses, barns, tobacco sheds, stables, 
limbers and huge masses driftwood of 
all kinds 
York Haven and Goldsboro boroughs 
are in very bad shapes the greater por­ 
tions of both towns are under many feet 
of water and ¡n the sections closest lo 
the water front, where the rush has the 
greatest force, many buildings have been 
swept away 
The w^ater was only about a foot below 
the roadbed of the big Pennsylvania 
bridge betw^een Wriuhtsvillc and Coluu: 
bia .at noon, but up to that hour trains 
had been run over the bridge 
Xt is cer 
tain that 12 or 15 spans of this bridge 
have been damaged but to what extent 
is not known. 
The iireat paper mill at York Haven 
has been damaged to a great entent, and 
it is believed that the massive plant of 
the York Haven Power and Water Co. 
has been entirely destroyed 
So far as known, no lives have been 
lost, nearly everybody in the zoue of de­ 
struction having sought a place of safety 
before the sweep of the ice flood began. 


Installed at Gettysburg:. 
Rev. Dr. Jacob A. Clutz. of Atchison, 
Kan., the ne\vly elected pastor of St. 
James Lutheran church, at Gettysburg, 
was installed as pastor of that congrega­ 
tion Sunday morning.

1801 Dr. Clutz was elected president of 
the general synod of t h e Lutheran 
Chnrch of America, which met that year 
in Lebanon.

miles southeast of Vladivostok, Enter­ 
ing Ussuri Bay the enemy formed in 
line of battle, but did not approach to 
a closér range than flve and one-third 
miles. They directed their flre against 
the shore batteries and the town, but 
no damage resulted, as most of their 
200 Lyddite shells failed to burst. 
The Russian batteries, commanded 
by Generals Veronetz and ArtamonelT, 
did not reply, awaiting a closer ap­ 
proach of the enemy.

The attaclc resulted in no loss to 
the Russians, but cost the enemy 200,- 
000 roubles 
($100,000) ‘in ammuni­ 
tion. 
Most of the projectiles were 
six and 12-inch shells. 
TiiQ population of Vladivostok was 
warned in the morning of the presence 
on the horizon of a hostile fleet and 
of the prospect of an attack during the 
day, but it remained tranquil.

Informs the Czar of Naval Attack On 
Vladivostok. 
St. Petersburg, March 7.—A com­ 
munication from Viceroy Alexiefi to 
the czar from Mukden says: 
most humbly iniorm your majes­ 
ty that the commandant of the fortress 
at Vladivostok reports that at 8.50 
yesterday niorning seven vessels were 
sighted south of Askold Island. 
At 
9.45 they were seen to be warships 
making for Askold Island. About noon 
the enemy’s squadron was midway 
betw^een the coast and Askold Island, 
making for Ussuri Bay. 
They were 
out of reach of the shore batteries. 
At 1.30 the enemy opened ilre. 
Two 
vessels In the squadron were probably 
the flrst class cruisers Idzurn and Ya- 
kumo, but the names of the other 
vessels are unknown.** 
While oilicial despatches concerning 
the bombardment of VlaJivostok by a 
Japanese fleet do not mention any Rus­ 
sian losses, private advices say that 
flve men were killed, four .sailors and 
the wife of an engineer. 
It is appar­ 
ent the Japanese were afraid to risk 
exposing their ships to the plunging 
fire of the land batteries and it is 
considered probable here that the at­ 
tack was really for the puriKise of 
drawing the fire of the Russian forts, 
compelling the Ru.sslans to disclose 
the position and calibre of their guns 
and also for the purpose of ascertain­ 
ing w'hether the Russian squadnm is 
In port. If this was the object of the 
Japanese it is belie^ved to have failed 
signally, as the batteries did not flre 
a shot and If the squadron is In i>ort 
It could not be seen from the Japanese 
position iii the bay of Ussuri on ac­ 
count of the high land which rises 
from the coast on that side, /obstruct­ 
ing the view of the harbor.

According to this rumor, only trifling 
damage wag Inflicted to the Russians, 
but one or two Japanese cruisers were ‘ 
sunk. 
No word confirming this story has 
b«en received in any other quarter, 
aTthough* there is nothing to show that * 
there was not another bombardment ot 
Vladivostok on Monday. This report 
is most likely an sraggerated version % 
of Sunday’s bombardment 
There is considerable curiosity here 
concerning 
the 
resisting power of 
Vladivostok, which has long been re­ 
garded as the Gibraltar of the Fai * 
East. Vladivostok Is known to be bet- • 
ter equipped as a naval base, and to 
have greater docking and repairing 
resources than Port Arthur, but doubts 
are expressed as to the character of 
its defenses, Russia has been settled 
there for 40 years, and it Is conse­ 
quently considered likely that the de­ 
fenses and guns at this place are of » i 
somewhat obsolete character. 
According to the Chefoo correspond­ 
ent of the Morning Post it is expected 
that the Japanese will reach the left 
bank of the lower Yalu on March VI 
A large force of Russians is strongly 
entrenched on the hills in the Antung 
district, adjacent and parallel to the 
river. Their position is similar to thai 
which the Boers held on the Tugóla 
river.

How the Turkish Ruler Mysteriously 
Disposes of His Enemies. 
Things get done in the 
sultan’s 
realms—things like the massacres of 
1895 In Asiatic Turkey and of 1903 in 
Macedonia—wh.ich come hom’e to the 
consciousness of every thinking Turk, 
Bays Henry Thompson, in the World’s 
Work. 
Take the ease of the Koordish 
Sheikh Obeidullah, who was a guest 
of thB sultan for a time in 18S3, and 
was afterward sent to Mecca in order 
that pious occupations 
might keep 
him out of mischief. He died very 
soon after his arrival, of cholera, .it 
was officially announced, although he 
was the only sufferer from cholera in 
Mecca that year. 
Take the case of Mithad Pasha, the 
Hberal prime minister and the cham­ 
pion of .parliamentary government. He 
was tried for treason in aiding to re­ 
throne Sultan Abdul ul Tziz, and was 
sent to Taif, near Mecca. After a 
time he died rather suddenly. By and 
•by a man who had been a soldier .in 
Arabia appeared In Constantinople bab­ 
bling a tale that ended with, “I did not 
know that it was Milhab Pasha or I 
would not have put the soaped cord 
about his neck.’' Of course the police 
saw that the man was crazy and put 
him where he was safe from harm. 
Take the case of Said Pasha, ex­ 
grand vizier, who fled to the British 
embassy in Constantinople, seven or 
eight y^ears ago, declaning 
that ho 
Avould be killed unless allowed asylum, 
and could not be induced to leave the 
building imtil the ambassador brought 
him a formal promise of safety sealed 
with the sultan’s own seal. 
Meditation upon this class of mys­ 
teries makes people shake in their 
shoes every time that they see one of 
the great army of paid informers who 
know everything. Men do not say 
that tho sultan does the things wliich 
caub<5 this trepidation, but that “the 
palace’* does them. They 
speak of 
the “palace” as though it were a sen­ 
tient, 
but invisible organism; and 
when they speak of it they look be­ 
hind and take out tlreir handkerchiefs 
and wipe a clammy sweat from their 
faces.

XE of the clovcrest feats 
in Iho tlotcclion, pursuit, 
and capture of criminals 
that has been developed for 
years, was performed by 
iwi u.iiii'i of Ibo New York detective 
police force some years since. 


About that time the oilieors of the 
City Bank 
of Kcav York 
discovered 
that tliey had been swindled out of 
yio.OOO by means of a forfied check 
for that amount, purporting to have 
been drawn ]»y Commodore Vauder- 
bilt. Nearly a month passed before the 
fraud was discovered, and in the mean- 
time several other checks for largo 
amounts, drawn by the same parly, 
had been honored; so it Avas almost im- 
possible for any of the employes to 
remember with satisfactory distinct- 
ness any of the circumstances con- 
nected with the payment of the fraud- 
ulent document. 
However, it 
was 
placed In the hands of a shrewd detec- 
tive, and he went to work to ilud a 
clew, and trace out the mystery. 


The officer's urst suspicion was that 
some of the clerks of the banks had 
been iu collusion with the forger, and 
doubtless shared the profits of 
his 
crime. 
After two weeks' scrutiny of 
the character, habits and associations 
of the various clerks, that theory was 
abandoned, and It only remained for 
him to gather from them, if possible, 
some clew, however sliijht, of the bold 
operation. 
His first 'inquiry was if 
any one, not iu the habit of in^esenting 
cheeks, had been seen doin.G: so within 
the past month. Only two of the clerks 
* had any memory on the subject, and 
theirs Avas oi the n;ost shadowy and 
unsatisfactory character. 
One remem- 
bered seeing a stout, elderly man drive 
a strikingly beautiful bla:;k horse and 
fine carriage up to the bank, enter the 
office, and transact some business, he 
knew not what,

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Ingenious Detection of 
a Rogue. 


B y L aw ren ce Leslie. 
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XE of tho clovcrest feats 
in tho dolection, pursuit, 
and eapturo of criminals 
that has been dovoloped for 
years, >vas performod by 
of Ibo Now York dotoctive 
police force some years since. 
About that time tlin ollieors of the 
Cily Bank of Ncav York discovered 
that they bad been swindled out of 
$75»000 by means of a forjied check 
for tbat amount, purporting to have 
been drawn l»y C'omniodoro Vander­ 
bilt, Nearly a month passed before the 
fraud was di.scoverecl, and in tho mean­ 
time several other chocks for largo 
amounts, drawn by the same party, 
had been honored; so it was almost Im­ 
possible for any of the employes to 
remember with satisfactory distinct­ 
ness any of the ch’cumstancos con­ 
nected with the payment of the fraud­ 
ulent document. 
However, it was 
placed In the hands of a shrewd detec­ 
tive, and he went to work to find a 
clew, and trace out the mystery. 
The ofDcor’s nrst suspicion Avas tbat 
some of the clerks of the banks had 
been in collusion with the forger, and 
doubtless shared the proilts of his 
crime.

ing last year. At that time the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad had planted a grove 
of ITiOO locust trees, near NeAVton- 
Ilamilton, Pa., and this j'oar it has 
added to its forestry plantations a 
grove of 43,000 locust trees at Cone- 
Avago, Pa. 
It is tho intention to 
plant 200,000 trees during the com­ 
ing year. The plan for the foIloAVing 
years is to plant about 300,000 trees 
annually. — RailAvay and Euffineering 
Review.

EUtB Unis. writes a correspondent of 
the New York Sun. signing himself 
'Mcdical Anthropology." 


There is no reliable evidence of the 
existence of a race Of dwarfs since 
man burled his dead. Earliest man. In 
fact, was of larger stature than pres- 
ent man. The 
giant animals which 
lived in post-glacial times were great- 
ly reduced in stature by evolution to 
those of present times. The mastodon, 
elephant and the giant Llama are In- 
stances of this. Neanderthal man was 
gigantic In stature compared with Mi- 
ropean man. 
Brlnton 
claimed 
that 
the Japanese were small because of 
their Island life ana 
vegetarianism. 
All the animals of Japan are smallei 
than European. 


The effect of long continued limited 
nutrilion may be a diminution of sta- 
ture, symmetrical and without patho- 
logical traits. 
Thus, says the Zeit- 


schrift flier Ethnologic, 1S90. page 441, 
the extinct elephants of Malta becamc 
toward the close of the life of the spe- 
cies, quite small. 
A small but vigo- 
rous breed of horses Is found whei<^ 
food is scarce. 
In the Canary islands 
the oxen, horses and the men all be- 
come smaller on the smaller Islands 
(De Varigny). 
This explains the on- 
e\n of the "dwarf races," the Negritos 
of the Spice islands, the Orang Pau- 
gang of the peninsula of Malacea and 
the pygmies of Central Africa. Vlrchow, 
discussing the dwarfishness 
of 
tne 
Lapps, as compared with their cousins, 
the Finns, pronounces them "Kummer- 
formen," products 
or 
wretchedness. 
The shortest of the Bushmen are also 
the most miserable those living amiil 
the barren sands of the Kalahari des- 
ert. It is not argued that misery alone 
is the cause of inferior stature, but it 
is one of the causes, and a potent one. 


Dwarfism is a generational ('etei t or 
an ancestor who was goitrous, 
ihe 
goitre gland presides over the S ^ w t i 
and development 
of 
the 
individual. 
The misery of mountain life on tne 
Alps, Pyrenees, Andes, etc., and some 
aeration difficulty due to altitude and 
drinking of snow water, etc., destroys 
the human species, not in one generti- 
tion, but in several or more; dwarf- 
ism is merely the evidence of the dying 
out of the race. 


There is no such thing as ethnic an- 
atomy, otherwise the Wormian bones 
of the Yucan skull would have a ra- 
cial meaning. Variation Is the rule, not 
the" exception, in organic forms, ac- 
cording to Brlnton. Not its presence 
but its absence is the real problem ot 
biology. Not that the white man has 
become white and the black man black, 
but that each remains so, is the true 
puzzle. For. as Goethe says: 
Man 
makes genera and 
species; 
nature 
makes only individuals." 


Prof. Miguel Morayt a has given 
very clear account of the pygmies of 
the Val de Rlbas, who. he says, "are 
looked upon by their Catalan neigl^ors 
as belonging to a distinct race. They 
are from four feet to four feet eight 
inches in height. A majority of them, 
when they reach 24 years of age, suffer 
from goitre, and are called cretins, but 
cretinism does not attack their l a r p r 
neighbors-of 
this same race,

The Iniluence of atavism accounts for 
all the cases of dwarfs that arc not the 
results of rickets.

qll of them are women. Look over the 
flies of Nature (London^. 1S93-5, and 
vou will see an acount of the dwarfs of 
a district In Madras described by Col.

are stop growing. They marry ordi- 
nary sized women and beget children, 
the daughters arc healthy, like the 
mothers, the sons dwarfs and so fee- 
ble that the larger people have to sup- 
Dort them.

a half-breed strain dying out. 
One would suppose that an Infusion of 
healthy blood from a larger race would 
counteract the tendency of dwarf races,

°"Mr. Haliburton was a flghtlng believ- 
er In the existence of dwarf races, and 
he thought that the dwarfing was her- 
editary. Had he considered It rightly, 
he would have understood that It was 
merely the symptom or chronological 
stage of the race's dying out, through 
several generations, the variation ot 
human species to extinction. This may 
happen to the whole human family 
some day, under peculiar 
geological 


conditions.

Thp best way to to.st the value of grcon 
food is to take two lots of laying hons. 
feeding one lot green food with tho 
grain sevornl times a week and the 
other lot one-third more grain without 
Ihe groen food. The result will bo that 
the first lot of hons will lay tho great- 
est number of opgs. 
There is no par- 
ticular food value or ogK-niakinp value 
in the groon food, but it has a dooidod 
action on the digestivo organs, which is 
bonoficlal. The hons tliat arc fod grain 
wholly can not and do not give tho 
best returns In ogg.s. 


A3 stated before in this dopartmont 
it 
makes 
llttlo dlfforonce what the 
groen food is, provided tho hens liko it. 
if it is fed -with some changes (raw at 
times and cooked other days) and In 
some 
variety. 
Every 
farmer 
who 
grows potatoes has enough very small 
tubers to keep a large fiock of hons in 
good laving condition all winter, and 
fed in this way they will give bettor 
returns than when fed to swiue.-In- 
clianapolls News. 


FEEDING T H E FALL CALF. 
When one has a calf which it is de- 
sired bo added to tho dairy the poiul. of 
-ood care in its early years is of vital 
importance. 
If in a section where the 
calf cannot go out of doors a groat 
deal during the winter some provis- 
ion should be made so that she may 
have exorcise in an enclosure which is 
dry and where some sun may bo had 
if possible. 
To a certain extent thi.s 
is quite as important as the food the 
calf has. 
One of the best rations tor 
the calf is skim milk, but it will not 
do to make this, any considerable of 
the ration for the day. but in addition 
the calf should have all the good olovov 
bay It will oat. If this is not possible 
then let the supply of corn foddor giv- 
en be not only liberal, but of the best 
nualltv; pick out the smaller stalks 
those that retain some of the green if 


possible. 
n 


If the calf is three mouths old or 


thereabouts, the grain food should con- 
slst of from two to four pounds daily 
and may be corn and oats fed whole 
although a mixture of equal parts of 
corn meal, ground oats and wheat bran 
are more satisfactory. 
Treat it gent- 
ly but do not spoil it by petting, loach 
it habits of cloanliness by always keep- 
in- the stall clean and the coat brushed 
several times a week. 
A calf brought 
np in the manner described will make 
valuable addition to the dairy.-ln-

WHY DO DWARR EXIST? 


TH EIR 
REDUCED 
SIZE

RACE DEGENERATION. 


There 1» No Genuine PyQiy^y Race— 
Earliest Man Was of a Larger Statue 
Than Is Present Man— Products cf 
Wretchedness. 


Allow mo some words on the quoR- 
tion of pathological dwarfs and de­ 
scendants of pygmies, mentioned in 
your quotation from the Courrier des 
E/tSitB Unis, writes a correspondent of 
the New York Sun, signing himself 
‘Medical Anthropology.** 
There is no reliable evidence of the 
existence of a race 6f dwarfs since 
man buried his dead. Earliest man, in 
fact, was of larger stature than pres­ 
ent man. The giant animals whicli 
lived In post-glacial times were great­ 
ly reduced in stature by evolution to 
those of present times. The mastodon, 
elephant and the giant Llama are in­ 
stance« of this. Neanderthal man was 
gigantic in stature compared with Eu­ 
ropean man. 
Brinton 
claimed 
that 
the Japanese were small because of 
their island life ana vegetarianism. 
All the animals of Japan are smaller 
than European. 
The effect of long continued limited 
nutrition may be a diminution of sta­ 
ture, symmetrical and without patho­ 
logical traits. 
Thus, says the Zcit- 
schrift fuer Ethnologic, 1S90. page 441, 
the extinct elephants of Malta becamc 
toward the close of the life of the spe­ 
cies, quite small. 
A small but vigo­ 
rous breed of horses is found wherpr 
food is scarce. 
In the Canary islands 
the oxen, horses and the men ail be­ 
come smaller on the smaller islands 
(De Varigny). 
This explains the ori­ 
gin of the “dwarf races,’’ the Negritos 
of the Spice islands, the Orang Pau- 
gang of the peninsula of Malacca and 
the pygmies of Central Africa.

The shortest of the Buslimen are also 
the most miserable those living amid 
the barren sands of the Kalahai’i des­ 
ert. It is not argued that misery alone 
is the cause of inferior stature, but it 
is one of the causes, and a potent one. 
Dwarfism is a generational defect of 
an ancestor who was goitrous. The 
goitre gland presides over the growth 
and development of 
the 
individual. 
The misery of mountain life on the 
Alps, P^u’enees, Andes, etc., and some 
aeration diiFiculty due to altitude and 
drinking of snow water, etc., destroys 
the human species, not in one genera­ 
tion, but in several or more; dwarf­ 
ism is merely the evidence of the dying 
out of the race. 
There is no such thing as ethnic an­ 
atomy, otherwise the Wormian bones 
of the Yucan skull would have a ra­ 
cial meaning. Variation is the rule, not 
the'exception, in organic forms, ac­ 
cording to Brinton. Not its presence 
but its absence is the real problem of 
biology. Not that the white man has 
become white and the black man black, 
but that each remains so, is the true 
puzzle. For, as Goethe says: ‘‘Man 
makes genera and 
species; 
nature 
makes only individuals.*' 
Prof. Miguel Morayta has given a 
very clear account of the pygmies of 
the Val de Ribas, who, he says, “are 
looked upon by their Catalan neighbors 
as belonging to a distinct race. They 
are from four feet to four feet eight 
inches in height, A majority of them, 
when they reach 24 years of age, suffer 
from goitre, and are called cretins, but 
cretinism does not attack their larger 
neighbors—of this same race, mind 
you—who for many 
centuries 
have ; 
lived near them. Cretinism in the Py­ 
renees and Alps, in his opinion, is ra­ 
cial in its character, and Is not a di­ 
sease, but a symptom of decadence in i 
a moribund race of dwarfs, who in the 
recesses of mountains are slowly go­ 
ing through the px’ocess of dying out 
through failing vitality, just as many j 
centuries ago the'r race must have 
died out on the plains of Europe and 
Asia/' 
Our Panama hats are not made at 
Panama, but many of them (those not 
made by Andeans of Ecuador) are 
made on the River Carrion, British 
Honduras, by dwarfs, dying out Latin- 
Americans. 
The sound made by dwarfs with 
their throats, the “dwarf clicks,^^ so- 
called, is really due to goitrous gland 
involvement, or undevelopment, which 
interferes with the due performance of 
arytenoid 
cartilages 
in 
speech. 
It 
sounds like “s'' or “ts," pronounced . 
by Haliburton as “psecht" or “pecht." 
It is called in South Africa “Bushman 
clicks." You will find them in Hondu- , 
ras, in Yucatan, Guatemala and In In- ’ 
dla. Goitre and cretinism are earlier 
chronological states of the dying out . 
of a race whose last stage is dwarfism.* 
Brinton denied decidedly the ex­ 
istence of dwarf races. In his review 
of Quartrefage's “Pygmies/' be said: 
“Probably any people would become 
dwarfed under certain conditions, and 
the trait is, th'^refore, not a racial one." 
In some of my correspondence with 
Mr. R. G. Haliburton, the authority 
on dwarfs and medallist of the Orien­ 
tal society for bis 
great 
work 
on 
dwarfs, I find this: “I have learned 
through a friend that the manager of 
the Lilliputian Operatic company got 


several very rmall dwarfs in the Black 
Forest. Their relatives wore generally 
of ordinary stature. These survivals 
are like the numerous ones that Prof* 
Logi found in Sicily and parts of Italy. 
The influence of atavism accounts for 
all the cases of dwarfs that are not the 
results of rickets. You mention as a 
very odd fact that of the 200 and odd 
dwarfs in the New York valley, nearly 
all of them are women. Look over the 
files of Nature (London), 1893-5, and 
you v/ill see an acount of the dwarfs of 
a district in Madras described by Col. 
Fraser, R. A. 
The dwarfs are all 
males, who when six to eight years of 
age stop growing. They marry ordi­ 
nary sized women and beget children, 
the daughters are healthy, like the 
mothers, the sons dwarfs and so fee­ 
ble that the larger people have to sup­ 
port them. It is a singular instance of 
even a half-breed strain dying out. 
One would suppose that an infusion of 
healthy blood from a larger race would 
counteract the tendency of dwarf races, 
under uncongenial surroundings and 
using poor food, to degenerate and die 
out.’* 
Mr. Haliburton was a fighting believ­ 
er in the existence of dwarf races, and 
he thought that the dwarfing was her­ 
editary. Had he considered it rightly, 
he would have understood that it was 
merely the symptom or chronological 
stage of the race’s dying out, through 
several generations, the variation of 
human species to extinction. This may 
happen to the whole human family 
some day, under peculiar geological 
conditions.

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GREEN FOOD IS NECESSARY. 
Some who raise poultry object to 
'‘makinir such a fuss about tliolv food/^ 
henco will not give thorn groon food* 
The best way to tost the value of green 
food is to take two lots of laying hens, 
feeding one lot green food with the 
grain several times a week and the 
other lot one-third more grain without 
the green food. The i*esult w’ill bo that 
the first lot of hens will lay the great­ 
est number of eggs. 
There is no par­ 
ticular food value or egg-making value 
in the green food, but it has a decided 
action on the digestive organs, which is 
beneficial. The hens that are fed grain 
wholly can not and do not give the 
best returns in eggs. 
As stated before In this department 
It 
makes 
little difference w’hat the 
green food is, provided the hens like it, 
if it is fed with some changes (raw at 
times and cooked other days) and in 
some 
variet3% 
Every 
farmer 
who 
grows potatoes has enough very small 
tubers to keep a large fiock of hens in 
good laying condition all winter, and 
fed in this way they will give better 
returns than wiien fed to swine.—In­ 
dianapolis News.

FEEDING THE FALL CALF. 
When one has a calf which it is de­ 
sired bo added to the dairy the point of 
good care in its early years is of vital 
importance. If in a section where the 
calf cannot go out of doors a great 
deal during the winter some provis­ 
ion should be made so that she may 
have exercise in an enclosure which is 
dry and where some sun may be had 
if possible. 
To a certain extent this 
is quite as important as the food the 
calf has. 
One of the best rations for 
the calf is skim milk, but it will not 
do to nuike this, any considerable of 
the ration for the day. but in addition 
the calf should have all the good clover 
hay it will eat. If this is not possible 
then let the supply of corn fodder giv­ 
en be not only liberal, but of the best 
quality; pick out the smaller stalks, 
those that retain some of the green if 
possible. 
If the calf is three months old or 
thereabouts, the grain food should con* 
sist of from two to four pounds daily 
and maj’^ be corn and oats fed whole, 
although a mixture of equal parts of 
corn meal, ground oats and wheat bran 
are more satisfactory. 
Treat it gent* 
ly but do not spoil it by petting. Teach’ 
It habits of cleanliness by always keep­ 
ing the stall clean and the coat brushed 
several limes a week. A calf brought 
up in the manner described will make 
a valuable addition to the dairy.-ln- 
dianapolis News. 


K E E P CORN IN RATIONS. 
While most poultrymen advocate va­ 
riety in rations, and this means feeding 
)ne grain one day and another the next 
ind so on, rather than feeding mixed 
grains, it is well understood that there 
are cases w^here the mixed grains must 
De fed. Unfortunately, too many fowls 
are fed freely on corn and too little of 
:>ther grains. 
The mixture knov'u as 
screenings is, of late years, of little' 
ralue. and when it is desirable for any 
reason to feed mixed grains rather 
ihan the one grain by itself there iS no 
combination that should lack the corn. 
For example, if w'heat and oats ard 
to be fed, add one-third of corn, mak­ 
ing the ration one-third each of wheat, 


3ats and corn and one has a ration 
aiuch better than the combination of 
♦vheat and oats alone. The corn, if of 
the yellow sort, will add richness to the 
eggs, and if this ration is suppleijiented 
(\ith liberal supplies of green food the 
.luality of the eggs will be all that is 
desirable, and the hens Avill supply 
ihom in goodly numbers. 
While the 
^ther little accessories are very desir­ 
able. we believe that if all who have 
poultry would work along from the be­ 
ginning, during the cold months on 
the mixed grain ration, which contains 
one-third corn with the green food and 
lieep their houses clean and free from 
rerinin, the results would be so satis­ 
factory that they w^ould willingly add 
the other little comforts which they 
Qow term *‘frills,*'—Indianapolis News.
